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Crystal balls are no longer part 
of the equipment of the up-to-date 
soothsayer, but for several weeks 
past government officials, business 
analysts and experts in economics 
have been consulting their graphs 
and tabulations—and then handing 
down their pre-views of 1940. 


Most of the forecasts have been | 
optimistic in tone, but there are 
doubtless some reassuring signs on 
the business horizon, it is only pru- 
dent that the farmer, the business 
man and the run-of-the-mill house- 
holder should recognize that there 
are many imponderables and un- 
known quantities still to be reck- 
oned with—and that New Year’s 
predictions are seldom good secur- 
ity at the bank! 

That small note of caution, how- 
ever, need not be interpreted as 
pessimism. There is good likelihood 
that the national income for 1940 
will exceed that of 1939. And 1940 
well might mark the start back to- 
ward real recovery—if the Ameri- 
can people and their leaders are 
ready to recognize that they must 
work their way out of the wilder- 
ness, instead of attempting to bor- 
row their way out; if the govern- 
ment ends its foolhardy efforts to 
support half the people and pay- 
perize the rest; if private initiative / 
is once more given the “go sign” to 
develop trade and build industries, 
instead of being sand-bagged by po- 
litical disciples of regimentation. 

From the national capital at 
Washington comes a forecast by the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
that income for 1940 will reach a 
gross of ten billion dollars, as 
against approximately  $9,500,000,- 
000 (the Bureau’s estimate) for 1939 
—figured into this prospective “in- 
come,” however, are government 
benefit payments which will total 
around $750,000,000. And such pay- 
ments—considered from the stand- 
point of the nation-at-large — are 
out-go, rather than income. They 
are produced by taxpayers, not by 
the soil. Then, too, the federal ex- 
perts credit part of the expected 
upturn to the European war, which 
has taken millions of men out of 
production and placed them on the 
battle lines. But that kind of pros- 
perity, as the United States learned 
during the sad years that followed 
the World War, bought at a ter- 
rific price later on. Most hopeftad 
aspect of the federal department’s 
forecase is that improved business 
conditions in the United States, with 
improved national income, will 
boots consumer purchasing power 
That kind of improvement is the 
only kind of improvement which 
will finally bring a return to agri- 
cultural prosperity. 

Another optimistic forecast for 
1940 comes from W. Fink Mitchell, 
Sacramento investment expert. And 
Mr. Mitchell’s pre-view is deserv- 
ing of serious consideration for two 
reasons: First, his forecasts of 1937, 
1938 and 1939 were noteworthy by | 
reason of their accuracy; he fore- 
saw the recession and warned of its 
approach; when conditions, as he 
saw them, warranted pessimism, his 
New Year forecasts were candidly 
pessimistic. Second, Mr. Mitchell 
qualifies his forecasts with a num- 
ber of vital ‘‘if’s.” 

“Our financial and business _ 


dexes,” reported Mr. Mitchell, “are 
again promising the full dinner pail 
to business and labor. How fully 
this promise is realized (note the 
“if’), depends to a large degree 
upon the extent to which govern- 
ment interferes with business dur- 
ing 1940. However, the business and 
financial world is looking forward to 
a presidential election year that 
faith, hope and charity—faith that | 
1940 will bring peace on the labor 
front, and that democracy’s profit 
system will survive; hope that the' 
closing days of the New Deal will 
bring a real and permanent preath- 
ing spell for business; charity for 
the ill advised experiments and po- 
litical baiting of the past. j

able that our present or newly elect- 
ed leaders will involve us in war. 
England, France, Germany, Russia, 
Japan, China and many other coun- 
tries are no longer competing with 
us in world trade.
